character, it will be the duty of the Superintend- 
ent to rtriotly carry It oat, allowing nothing to in- 
terfere. He should always commence at the apeo* 
itted time and close with the same regularity, in 
this way work will be done. If the pupils are ab- 
sent begin with only the officers and teachers: if 
the officer* and teachers are not present, and un- 
usual occurrence, begiu work without them. If 
you wait once, you will be called upon to tarry a 
second time. 

Having entered upon the programme it should 
be carried out with thoroughness and dispatch. 
SI11111M a teacher or officer be absent, the mi peri 11 
inteudent will supply one from the "reserves," 
Should strangers he present they should be waited 
upon and courteously invited to take part in the 
services, never insisting if the invitation is de- 
clined. The classes must be arranged at the 
opening oi the school aud teachers assigned in a 
manner that the moat gdbd may result and there 
ahoutd be visited frequently by the Superintend- 
ent and note taken of their progress. 

In ehort,the Su[ierintendent must oversee every 
thing without officiousuesa and carefully correct 
or improve, where it may be done, by consulta- 
tion and cooperation aud nut dictation. 

There should be weekly meetings of the officers, 
for discussion of the lesson and methods of Sun- 
day school work. 

TUB SECRETARY. 

The Secretary should carefully record the at- 
tendance of each member of the School, the pro- 
ceedings for each particular Sunday, the lesaon 
recited, the contribution of each class, and any- 
thing of a miscellaneous character of import to 
the school. At the close of each quarter or term, 
he should make out a summary ot these things, 
showing the attendance of the members, the per- 
centage of attendance ol each class, and ol the 
school, etc., etc. 

As a means to perform this work with ease and 
satisfaction, I would prepare a separate sheet for 
each class, the tol lowing suggested :

In presenting the Duties of Officers, we shall 
not attempt to particularize every thing that may- 
fall to the lot ol the several officers, hut mention 
only the more important and at the same time 
present a method or plan ot Sunday school work 
which may bring about good results in gaining 
better records of this department ot Church work, 
aud thus make a better showing to ourselves aud 
the world, M well as bring about a more abundant 
harvest. 

THE srPURINTKKDEKT. 

The first duty of the Superintendent is to secure 
system iu every part of Sunday school work 1 He 
must first begin* with himself. The hrst step to 
secure this result is to have a meeting of all the 
officers aud consult as to the best methods of con- 
ducting the school. The Superintendent must Dot 
preaume upon Wfc knowing everything, if he 
wishes to seen re the cooperation of the school and 
do successful work; the other officers and teachers 
should be invited to become, individually, assist- 
ants and help the Superintendent bear the burden 
of responsibility. In this meeting, the tirst thing 
is to decide upon what the exercises oi the school 
shall embrace and upon a program of them. We 
present the following as the probable result ot 
this deliberation:

ponding eithusiasTU in lie pnpils, which will re- 
sult, if properly directed, in i ncreaaing interest 
and better singing. It wilt moat likely be neces- 
sary to have practice meetings and ot these the 
chorister should have charge. He should spare 
no effort to produce good singing — the life of 
Sunday school and church. 

USBIHS. 

Of these there should be one from each class 
and appointed by the class, if thought beet, each 
Sunday, whose duty it will be to solicit the visitors 
present to join their class. The usher will at once 
recognize the fitness or unfitness of the visitor to 
become a member ot his class. An aged person 
should be solicited to join the class of those of 
corresponding age; the children, that of children. 
The Superintendent may have already asked them, 
hut that does not matter ; people desire to have 
an inteiest taken in them. Two or three ushers 
may solicit the same person ; this is all right and 
good, hut, never insist when the invitation has been 
declined. These ushers will also obtain the req- 
uisite number of papers from the Librarian aud 
distribute them to the members of their class. 

Iu our next, we will discuss the Duties and 
Responsibilities of the Teacher, as this article has 
already grown to formidable length. II. F. H.

This I would hand to the tuacher and request 
that the attendance of each member be marked, 
and the contribution ot the class. After it is till- 
ed out, this may be taken up and recorded per- 
manently in the Secretary's book, to be read the 
following Sunday. A record of visitors should 
also be kept. 

THE TREASl'REK. 

It will be the* duty of the treasurer to keep a 
strict account of all the receipts from each class 
and other sources, and of all disbursements. He 
must manage the finances of the school and be 
able to make a complete report at the end of each 
quarter or term. 

THE LIBRARIANS, 

If the school possesses a library, as it should in 
these days ot cheap books, there will he required, 
at least, two librarians. The distribution aud 
collection of hooks should be effected with the 
least disturbance possible. To accomplish this 
there should be a catalogue of books for each 
class, from which the members may select without 
examining the books aud throwing things into 
confusion to the inconvenience ot the Librarian. 
One can be suited in this way about as well as by 
examination and it will be but a short time till 
each member will know what he wants from ao 
interchange of opiuiou with others. Now I would 
arrange a card similar to the one before proposed 
for the Secretary ; this would be given the class 
and each member can mark in the column of that 
particular Sunday the number ot the book he de- 
sires, as ascertained from the Catalogue furnished 
the teacher ; the librarian takes this card and fur- 
nishes the numbers desired by the class to the 
teacher who distributes them to the class at the 
close of the recitation. On the next Sunday, if the 
book obtained the previous Sanday is returned 
the number of the book returned is cancelled and 
the pupil may take out another. In this way 
there need be little confusion and the librarian 
keeps a record from which he can easily m ake a 
report ot the number ef books taken out during 
the quarter or term, the percentage taken out by 
each class, Ac. The librarian should also have 
charge of all the papers, taken by the school for 
distribution, but he need not distribute these aa 
this will be part of the duty of another.
